QUICKLY ENDED) 


Autopsy Shows Cause 
to Be Regular. 


Demands by Dr. Houston W. Vernon, 
divorced husband of Miss Catherine 
Mintz, 29 years old, for an inquiry into 
the cause of his ex-wife’s death on 
Wednesday caused Deputy Coroner’ 
Charles Fitgner yesterday to hait the 
burial and hold a post-mortem exam- 
ination. Dr. Henry J. Shireson, plastic 
surgeon at 190 North State street, who 
attended Miss Mintz at the West End 
hospital, had given the cause of death 
as nephritis and uremic coma. Dr. 
Vernon charged that excessive drink- 
ing was the cause. 

Dr. Vernon, who has offices at 1180 
East 63d street, has had detectives 
following his wife for three months, 
he told the coroner. 


-Shireson Sticks to Diagnosis... 
Dr Shiveson and Dr. Vernon met in 
the coroner’s office, where the latter 
repeated his éharges. Dr. Shireson 
maintained that his diagnosis was cor- 
rect. He had ‘operated upon Miss 
Mintz’s leg to remove a growth of fat. 

“The same people who broke up our 
home furnished her with the liquor 
that killed her,” said Dr. Vernon. He 


was divorced from his wife on her 
charge of cruelty in February, 1924. 
Three months ago he employed detec- 
tives to shadow her and they reported 
that she was croqusmtty intoxicated, 
the doctor said. |

her home in North Carolina were 
stopped by the coroner’s action.

was supported. No evidence of alco- 
holism was found.

SARGENT PLANS 
‘SAFE AND SANE?’ 
TRUST POLICY 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Spe- 
cial.}—-Determination to press anti- 
trust prosecutions, whenever the facts 
warrant, was made known today by 
Attorney General Sargent. 

The new attorney genera) said there 
would be no substantial change in pol- 
icy with respect to such prosecutions. 

The fact that investigations are in 
progress, Mr. Sargent said, does not 
necessarily mean that the government 
will commence either civil or criminal 
proceedings. Whenever the facts war- 
rant, he sald, the department will per- 
form its duty, always having in mind 
the best interests of the public gen- 
erally. 

Mr. Sargent made! it clear that he 
makes no distinction between laws 
and that all must be enforced with 
equal vigor. He indicated that he 
could see no reasén why prohibition 
Jaws should not be enforced as zeal- 
ag any other laws. 
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Governor Would Appoint 
Its Seven Members.

Springfield, Il., March 26.--[Spe- 
cial.J—Creation of a state board of 
education of seven members, to have 
supervision of public school matters, 
was proposed to the legislature today 
by Representative G. J. Johnson 
{Rep., Ford], a member of the edu- 
cational commission formed two years 
ago to study the state school system 
and make recommendations for im- 
provements. The commission is head- 
ed by W. W. Lewton of Cicero. — 

Members of the state board of edu- 
cation would be appointed by the gov- 
ernor from each of the seven Supreme 
court districts under the Johnson pilen. 

“Tt is the intent of the comruis- 
sion that this board shall be the policy 
making body for public education in 
Illinois,” the commission says in rec- 
ommending the bill. 

Urges Centralized Control. : 

“It will be without ‘administrative 
powers over school districts. Matters 
of public education are now distributed 
among various officials, boards, and 
departments. The commission holds 
that these scattered functions should 
be combined and placed in charge of a 
state board. 

“The reasoning of the commission is 
that policies. should be made on a basis 
of knowledge rather than guess work 
er individual opinion, thus leading to 
a unified instead-of a chaotic pro- 
cedure, which will result in tremendous 
savings through a businesslike or- 
ganization and in greatly increased 
efficiency.” 

The commission refers to existing 
school laws as a “hodge podge and 
legal jumble.”

Bary Lord Curzon by His 
First Wife at Kedlestone 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

LONDON, March 26.—Lord Curzon 
was buried in the family vauk in 
Kedleston church this afternoon under 
the memorial statue erected to his first 
wife, Mary Leiter, the daughter of a 
Chicagoan, L. Z Leiter.
